For Cookisc Sarr Beer.-—Salt Beef, before
being cooked. should be well washed, and then
when practicable, soaked in cold water for twenty-
four honrs, changing the water three times.

For boiling, it should be placed in a boiler of
cold water, and made to boil quickly. As soonas
the water boils, the meat must be taken out, the
water thrown away, and replaced with fresh cold
water ; boil it, aceording to description and size
of pieces, until thoronghly cooked.

For baking or roasting, prepare the meat as
above, make a i paste of flour and water, coverthe
meat with it, and bake in a_slow oven for twenty
minnteg for every pound of meat.

For stewing, prepare as above, and cut into
steaks; have some chopped greens or soaked
desiceated mixed vegetables, and put them with
the meat and a little water in a4 stew pan; season,
land stew gently for two hours.—G Warriner, In-
 structor of Cookery in the British Jrmy.
